Japan’s New Freedom

. . The Soviet propaganda offensive in Japan 

now causing something of a rift among the 
Allied occupation ‘authorities at Tokyo, poses 
a grave question involving freedom of the 
press, of speech and assembly, of thought 
and religious belief. It is a question which 
must not and cannot be so lightly disposed 
of as does the New York Times by saying 
editorially: “The sooner General MacArthur 
puts an end to this (Russian propaganda) 
the better for all concerned.” 

If the Soviet liaison mission at Tokyo 
draws from the Allied authorities exhorbit- 
ant sums and diverts, as is generally as- 
sumed, a substantial portion of the funds 
(which must eventually be paid by the 
Japanese themselves) to finance Japanese 
fifth columns in the form of Communist 
publications. and organizations—if the Rus- 
sian mission stoops to this morally inde- 
fensible practice, then the occupation ad- 
ministration must and will cut down its 
future appropriations. : 

This, however, is a relatively unimport- 
ant matter. The important question is 
- whether Red propaganda can be stopped, 
and if so, how. Russia has never stinted 
money or pains on foreign propaganda. 
The paring down of Allied appropriations, 
for Soviet operations in Japan, would of 
itself cause Moscow little embarraSsment. 

Much more fundamental is the question 
whether an attempt to suppress propagahda, 
Red, Pink or White, can ever be justified 
on the ground of wisdom. Never effective, 
suppresion usually forces open' and _rela- 
tively harmless propaganda to go under- 
ground and become dangerous. 


Il 

The Allies themselves.seem to recognize 
the unwisdom of suppressive policy. They 
have rescued the freedom of speech from 
the strangling hands of Japanese militarists 
and._restored it to the people of Japan. 
Communists and Socialists, as well as Lib- 
erals and Conservatives, have in effect been 
invited to speak out without restraint and 
to discuss all matters of state as at an open 
forum. 


The radicals.accepted this invitation with 
alacrity, and have been ‘enjoying a field 
day shouting down capitalism and the “‘em- 
porer system”. This is as it should. be in 


a nation taking lessons in democracy. 


What. the, democratic, as distinguished 
from. the communistic,.members of the ,oc- 
cupation administration. object to is not, 
it seems, the, airing. of Red ideas, but rather 
the’ Red bond which they think exists be- 


tween Moscow and the Communists of Jap- 
an. As a Canadian Communist involved in 
the atomic bomb spy case recently admit- 
ted, Communists everywhere consider their 
allegiance to Moscow more important than 
their allegiance to the countries of their na- 
tionality. 

But the Red bond, invisible and elusive, 
cannot be sundered by repressive measures, 
nor by diplomatic protest directed to the Sov- 
iet Government. Both methods have been 
tried in more countries than one and both 
have been found ineffectual. And it is not 
always easy to establish, save by circum- 
stantial evidence, the existence of a link 
between the Kremlin and the Communists 
of any given country. 

Enlightenment, coupled with economic 
betterment under capitalism, is the only ef- 
fective weapon with which to cut the Red 
lassoes as thrown from the citadel of. the 
ostensibly dissolved. Communist Interna- 
tional. Let propaganda of truth be pitted 
against propaganda of perversion. 

Since Allied occupation, Communist mag- 
azines have mushroomed up in Japan. The 
most prominent of these, called Soviet Cul- 
ture, in its current number, blandly asserts: 

“Among the world’s nations today 
only the Soviet Union has not had 
economic chaos or social uneasiness. 

There is no unemployment in Russia. 

Prices are low and commodities are 

getting plentiful. _ _ _ The Soviet élec- 

tion system is far more democratic than 

those of other nations. _ _ — It is true 

that the Soviet people. have only one

A Against 


the People---Red Spy 
Trial Called a Hoax

At this writing it is reported that one 
hundred thousand new automobiles have 
been shipped abroad—thirty-five thousanfl 
pleasure cars and sixty-five thousand trucks. 
UNRRA has delivered farm tractors to sev- 
eral countries in Europe, including Yugo- 
slavia. Russia has received U.S. farm trac- 
tors and has offered to sell them to Argen- 
tina and Finland. There is a hundred miles 
of flexible pipe, paid for by the American 
taxpayer, under the English Channel. 

An American farmer, called upon to raise 
food for the .whole world, cannot get a 
tractor or a foot-of pipe for his well or a 
sink for his wife’s kitchen—and_ neither 
he nor the city-dweller can get an American- 
made automobile. 

Strikes have been encouraged by govern- 
ment policy with political intent. In the 
end the strikers themselves have lost several 
billion dollars in wages. They have lost 
things to buy that they and their families 
have needed, and their cost of living has 
gone u p as much as their wages. 

Our boys. in Europe saw acres of jeeps 
and trucks given away to the French, who 
immediately sold them at a profit. They 
saw other lines of vehicles and many kinds 
of stores wrecked by demolition squads. 
In the South Pacific they saw vehicles and 
stores abandoned or destroyed. In one in- 
stance, a stack of flying jackets some fif- 
teen feet high and twenty feet long—the 
most expensive article of wear furnished 
to fighters—was soaked with gasoline and 
burned. One officer who witnessed this 
was ordered to bring home thirty boys in 
an old B-25 whose wings were loose, al- 
though hundreds of new DC-4S stood on 
the field. (The boys were Marines and the 
DG-4S belonged to the Army!) The boys 
nearly froze, flying at high altitude over 
the Pacific. There is no more exquisite 
torture than the misery of shivering cold 
in the tropics. 

While stopping on Wake Island, several 
of: them swiped cheap Navy wool blankets 
to wrap around their shoulders. Their own 
officers looked the other way—but the boys 
were arrested and court-martialled when 
they reached Hawaii. 

Yet, thousands of gold-braided officers, 
encouraged and used as pawns by the friends 
of Roosevelt and by ‘Congressmen who: had 
imbibed the general spirit. of . corruption, 
squandered and. stole at least fifteen billion

“Imagine the mental caliber of a jury 
passed through such a screen! They would 
have to be either totally indifferent, morons 
or completely friends of the Soviet Union. 
Imagine the bias of a judge who permitted 
such a screen, to say nothing of his abrupt 
and surprise rulings on the evidence. But 


above all, what was wrong with the Depart- 


ment :of Justice prosecution lawyers? 
Twelve or more FBI men were in constant 
attendance, but were never given a chance 
to* tell what they knew, and were sorely 
persecuted by defense lawyers. Many Rus- 
sians were in daily attendance. One woman 
flourished Communist newspapers and per- 
iodicals with Stalin’s picture in the court- 
room during recess. I reported her to the 
bailiffs. There was a feeling of so much 
pressure at the trial that some Americans 
really began to fear. The jurors even re- 
ceived money through the mail ,which was 
censored before given to them. This was 
reported to the Court in the absence of the 
jury. Newspapers were clipped by bailiffs 
before being allowed to the jury. Mr. Ken- 
nedy, a Britisher, chief prosecution witness, 
and his American wife,went through an 
ordeal of persecution at the hands of the 
defense. The prosecution was viciously 
attacked for not being able to produce the 
original papers delivered to Redin. If Redin 
was worth his salt, those papers are, of 


« course, in Moscow.” 


It seems to me that Congress should ap- 
point a committee to investigate the De- 
partment of Justice’s failure to prosecute, 
or perhaps its deliberate throwing, of the 
Redin trial. My guess is that Harry Truman 
got one of his abortive spells of backbone 
and told the FBI-to go ahead, and then weak- 








ened and allowed the fellow-travellars to 
tell the Department of Justice to let the 
defense run away with the case. 

The most vicious immediate effect. of 
the re-imposition of OPA is in the building 
trades. Lumber and other building mater- 


_jals were just emerging from the Black 


Market. Contractors will have to deal with 
Black Marketeers, and all construction will 
cost much more than the announced costs.

thought, but that does not mean that 
freedom of thought does not exist.” 


There is nothing objectionable in these 
broad assertions. Except for that fact that 
the magazine is presumably financed by 
outside sources for ulterior purposes, the 
editotrial attitude is part of the game played 
universally in the sacrosanct name of free- 
dom of speech. 


And since outright falsehoods parade un- 
de: the protection of freedom of speech, we 
must also invoke the same freedom to com- 
bat them. If the liberals of Japan really en- 
joyed freedom under the occupation au- 
thorities, it would not be difficult for them 
to enlighten their fellow-countrymen as to 
the true state of affairs in the Soviet Union, 
and thus rout propaganda of falséhdod fin- 
anced from alien sources. 

A‘plethora of books and articles explod- 
ing the myth of Red Utopia has been pub- 
lished in America. Japanese liberals would, 
one may be sure, welcome and translate 
such ‘publications, if they ‘were free to pub- 
lish them, But are they? 

Let us explain this point with a concrete, 
though hypothetical, exxample. Kravchen- 
ko’s I Chose Freedom; Bullitt’s The Great 
Globe Itself; Krivitsky’s In Stalin’s Secret 
Service—such books could readily be trans- 
lated into Japanese and put on the market 
there. But would not the Soviet Govern 
ment, as one of Japan’s conquerors, demand 
that the Ailied administration at Tokyo 
clamp down upon such .publications, even 
though they were put out purely as a com- 
mercial enterprise? Judging from the great 
‘indignation with which Moscow greeted 
even such mild criticisms as were recently 
expressed by Mr. Brooks Atkinson in the 
New York Times, one may be sure that the 
Kremlin will not connive at the publication 
in a vanquished country of revelations far 
more devastating to Stalin’s dictatorship. 

The probable Soviet objection might be 
ignored or overriden by the Allied admin- 
istration if the United States, the dominant 
Power in that administration, would itself 


. take a tolerant view of the new freedom 


bestowed upon Japan. This would involve 
permission to translate and circulate Amer- 
ican books of the nature of, let us say, Scott 
Nearing’s Dollar Diplomacy, a denuncia- 
tion of American “imperialism”; or of Ferd- 
inand Lundberg’s America’s Sixty Families, 
an indictment of the zaibatsu on this side 
of the Pacific. 

If the American representatives in the 
GHOQ at Tokyo would not tolerate the dis- 


, sémination of books unflattering to the 


United States, they would logically have 
to countenance Soviet objection to similar 
criticism of the Russian situation. And 
the Japanese public would then see only 
that. side of the foreign shield which the 
Allies, 
have it see. Such a public is more suscept- 
ible to Red propaganda than one free to 


‘read and write as it pleases. 


Especially is this true where ignorance 
joins hands with hunger. And Mrs, Kanjo 
Kato, feminist and ‘“‘congresswoman’’, re- 
cently called-on General MacArthur. es- 
pecially to tell him that “we are all of us 
very hungry”. No doubt hunger has some- 
thing to do with the mushrooming of Red 
publications in Japan, for starving scribes 
may be willing or forced to sacrifice their 
own consciences and convictions. 


IV 
Thanks to 15 years of “thought control”, 
under militarist domination, Japan has de- 
veloped a sort of intellectual vacuum, Its 
people, always avid, omnivorous readers, 


_are starving for knowledge and information, 


particularly about the outside world. They 
crave free reading, free thinking, free dis- 
cussion, with no controlling power hanging 
like a sword of Damocles over their heads. 


When the victorious Allies proclaimed such. 


freedom for thé Japanese it was to them 
as though light had pares upon an arctic 


night. 
Obviously the occupational authorities 


‘are constrained to exercise a certain amount 


of control over the proclaimed freedom. 
Such control is justifiable both to maintain 
the security, of the, occupation forces and 
to uphold the dignity and prestige of the 
Powers concerned. 

Thus the Japanese press is restrained 
from reporting crimes committed by Gls, 
the increasing frequency of which caused 
Lieutenant General Eichelberger at Tokyo 
to issue a stern warning declaring that mis- 
conduct of American troops in Japan had 
reached a point of “endangering the mis- 
sion of the occupation”. Perhaps Japanese 
editors should voluntarily refrain from pub- 
lishing news of this nature, even if per- 
missable. 

But there are far more important items 
which the Japanese press is not free to pub- 
lish—to which it is probably not, allowed 
access—but which, if published, might add 
greatly to the prestige of the United States. 
When, for instance, so distinguished an 
educator as Chancellor Robert Hutchins, 
of the University of Chicago, denounces 
the use of atomic bombs upon Hiroshima 
and Nagasaki as inhuman, unnecessary and 
a violation of International Law, it is im- 
portant news and has been regarded as such 
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in America. The denunciation strikes a 
responsive chord in the American heart, 
for, when all. has been said and done, Am- 
ericans are the most kind-hearted people 
on earth. 

Suppose that President Hutchins’ state- 
ments were widely published in Japan, 
what would be the Japanese reaction? I 
am certain that the Japanese would recog- 
nize in them America’s real greatness—a 
greatness not in terms of destructive and 
destructible bombs and guns and fleets but 
in terms of that lasting idealism and spir- 
ituality which, in the last analysis, consti- 
tutes the distinguishing quality of a great 
nation. 

Americans, .in retfospect, increasingly de- 
plore the wholesale ejection of 100,000, Jap- - 
anese from the Pacific Coast, in 1942. 
Professor Eugene V. Rostow, of Yale Uni- 
versity, calls it.“‘a threat to society and to 
all men”. On the genesis.of Pearl Harbor 
itself divergent views will develop in the 
years ahaed, as, indicated, in the majority 
and minority regorts of the congressional 
committee concerned, 

In all these discussions the Japanese, if 
permitted to hear both sides, would see Am- 
erica’s real greatness. For only a :great 
nation is capable of admitting its own blun- 
ders and of nbn its own rulers.,

“old” form of goyernment, are wiped out, 
Christian Civilization is destroyed and the 
hated Neronian system of Godless, Marxist, 
Bolshevism is installed... (Foundation of 
Leninism, Stalin, p.46! MKR., p.123.)
